Fiffeen or twenty years ago, 
Nanking painters adhered strictly 
to the craft, handed down to them 
from time immemorial. The paint 
‘they used was Chinese varnish. 
The change in popular taste for 
foreign style buildings and furni- 
ture, however, has created a de- 
mand for a new craft in painting 
which the Nanking painters have 
been able to meet ina most credit- 
able manner. - In painting foreign 
style furniture and buildings 
Chinese varnish has now given 
place to foreign paint. -. 


Nanking painters also paint big 
illustrated advertisements on tin 
sheets mounted on wooden frames. 
These advertisements are fre- 
quently'seen at the street corners 
in ‘Nanking, erected by cigarette 
companies, big silk dealers and 
importers of watches and clocks. 
Each of the advertisements invari- 
ably contains an illustration of the. 
goods advertised. © The painter is 
put to thé most severe test when 
he is called upon to paint auch 
advertisements ps contain, for in: 
stance, a package. of cigarettes of. 
the “Great Wall” brand, in which 
the scenety perspective and de- 
tails of Wall must be faithfully 
produced. ‘Advertisements of 
this Kind often cover a space of 
over ten feet square. and the il- 
lustrations they bear seldom fail 
to represent a faithful replica of
